Under Secretary Heke 
Smith's ruling Gresham i* entitled to his 
pension because of tbe fact that he can 
not perform manual labor, and yet 
Gresham has been drawing 8 large salary 
from tbegovernment for yean, first as a 
cabinet offioor then as a judge, and now 
ae a cabinet officer again. 
Hie disabili 


ties have never prevented him from earn 
ing as ranch money in his profession 
even when out of office as though he hat 
never suffered a disability aa the result 
of hie army service. 
General Charles 


Black is situated just as Greeham ie, ae 
to total disability to perform manua 
labor, and he draws a pension of 8100 a 
month. 
He can perform DO manual 


labor and yet he, as a lawyer, can earn as 
much as though he bad suffered no 
disability in the army. There are thon 
sands of other pensioners, totaly disable) 
from performing nannal labor, and ye 
as pensioners for snob disability are DC 
more incapacitated from earning a. liveli 
hood and amassing fortunes at the earn 
time, than though they had suffered n 
disability in the service. 


On tbe other hand, take in contras 


with the foregoing those pensioners wh 
belong to the class called labormgmen— 
those men who have not learned pro 
feesions and who have to gain a liveli 
hood by hard manual labor. 
Unles 


this nlass of men are totally inoapaoi 
tated from performing hard manna 
labor, under the ruling of Beoretar 
Hoke Smith, they will be out off fro: 
the list of pensioners. If one of them 
can rent and work a small farm, and ek 
out a poor existence as the reward of bis 
toil, or can do a litjle bit of cobbling o 
repairing on a shoe bench, or work par 
of the time during tbe year on th 
streets with pick or shovel, will be en 
off while the aristocratic pensioner wh 
ha3 a profession by which, though totall 
disabled from performing manual labo 
he can earn as much money as he oonl 
were he not disabled, will go on drawin 
?30 to $100 a month pension. If th 
sort of thing can be crammed down th 
throats of the people as pension reform 
then we confess we cannot appreciate 
reform when we see it.

JnpTtoglve you a inntted Idea of this ancient 
ettyandUasnrroandlnga, Chemnitz is a eltiot 
near 150.000 Inhabitants. It was horn during 
the Eleventh century, and, H orfeinallr de- 
suned, constated ol a circular area ol about one 
hundred acres, which waa, according to the 
contraction at dues In the lendal times, en- 
closed nv a massive wall of ftone. Aacivlllza. 
Hon advanced, and muscle gave way to mind, 
this wall gradually disappeared, until now 
naught remains except a fragment, which 
stands as a century stone to the mighty pro- 
grass oJ civilization. Inside ot rata now Invisi- 
ble wall toe streets might be said to have been 
designed to represent andenkody the puzzling 
and tortuous labyrinths of mythology, and, to a 
stranger, their bewildering and serpentine for- 
mations are perplexing In the extreme. It Is 
utterly impossible for a visitor to determine 
"where he Is at," and It requires weeks for him 
to s:> school himself that he will not require the 
assistance ot a polite policeman to pilot bun 
salely to his abode. The points of the compass 
seem In his befogged mind to be utterly obliter- 
ated, and he Is ready to declare In the dense 
opacity ol his Intellect that there Is no north, 
no south, no east, no west. However, the* seem 
In happy unison with the prevailing language to 
ooe who has not been able to fathom the height, 
the cepth, and the atrocity ot this mother 
tongue which, like the streets, when one be- 
comes familiar with It, Is even plain, beautiful 
and musical In Its apparent deformity.

Destruc- 
tive nres are unknown, almost, and Lucifer 
himself would here find little material for the 
punishment of campaign liars.

Hxcept In a few business lo- 
calities, the owners of property or the tenants 
thereof are required to sweep up Into conve- 
nient piles all the dirt and other accumulations 
for the day, and at stated times city wagons are 
driven about the streets and these piles ot re- 
fuse are carted outside of tbe city and are util- 
ized In fertilization purposes. Here each citizen 
understands the duties he owes to the public, 
and as a consequence no remlssness or neglect 
to perform them Is tolerated or observed. 
Many, very many, of the buildings are used for 
manufacturing purposes In the lower stories, 
while the upper ones are occupied lor residence!. 
Often wealthy manufacturers occupy the upper 
stories of their factories for the living rooms ot 
themselves and families. Chemnitz Is deficient 
and much behind the times In the way of sewer- 
age, but, withal, the city Is one ot the healthiest 
In Germany. 


Elevators for the convenience of the occupants 


of buildings are very rare, and there appears no 
especial demand or desire (or their Introduction. 
The people seem happy, are Industrious, social, 
and for the most part religious In their 
temperament 
The churches 
and minis- 


ters are 
kept up and sustained by the 


state and no calls 
are 
directly 
made 


upon tbe people for religious purposes. Tne at- 
tendance upon divine services la limited. All 
regard It as proper and right to frequent the 
music halls and garden concerts and there 
drink their beer upon the Sabbath day. without 
(I sincerely believe) the remotest Idea that they 
are violating either the laws ot God or man. 
The people during the summer months may be 
said to live outdoors, and tbe consequence Is 
that the ruddy glow of health and the sparkling 
eye beautify every (ace. No drunkenness Is 
observable here, and no disturbances of any 
kind are Indulged In or permitted. The people 
are decidedly law-abiding, and withal polite 
and courteous with each other. The poor are 
usually very poor, and the wealthy in the main 
are quite rich. The police system Is almost pe 
feet. You will find these guardians ot order a 
over the city, but never on tbe sidewalks or 1 
saloons, but out ID the middle ot the streets,an 
ever on the alert to disperse undue gatherings 
and preserve the peace. The; are neatly unl. 
formed and courteous In their deportment. All 
officials In the postofllce, police or other depart- 
ments of government are Incited to faithful and 
efficient service by the hope of eventual promo- 
tion, and, when too old for active service, final 
retirement upon a salary sufficient to maintain 
them without further labor. All are Intensely 
loyal to their rulers, while &t the same time 
they are a Uberty-lovlnR people. Their respect 
and admiration for America and Americans Is 
pronounced and sincere, and latent In the 
breasts of many is the hope, at some time to 
visit "the land ot tbe free and tbe home ot the 
brave." Myself and family have received none 
but tbe most courteous attention, and we sball 
sever our social relations witb these hospital!« 
people with feelings of unalloyed regret. The 
sale ot beer and otber drinks 13 directly acd 
thoroughly controlled by tbe city authorities. 
No license tee 13 required of the saloon or res- 
taurant keeper. The tax Is paid bv the brewer, 
and tl>p amount thereof Is Included In the price 
charg- d the saloon keeper. Beer being regard- 
ed here as both food and drink for the poor 
man. must be pure, and cheap. Woe betide the 
vender who dilutes or misrepresents the quality 
ot hlr beer, and when he bauds out a glass or 
"schnltt" It must be full measure, as Is Indi- 
cated by a mark cut upon tbe outside of each 
mug. 
The Keeley cure is unnecessary lu this 


country, and I am strongly inclined to believe 
that If one ot our conarraed drunkards could be 
located here, In due time, bv the drinking ot 
this harmless beer, he would be (tired of bis ap. 
petite for stronger stimulants. Nearly all (1( 
not all) drink beer or wine.

WORLD'S FAIR GKOCNDS, CHICAGO, 


June 15.—The attendance at the expo- 
sition yesterday was very large. There 
was nothing out of the routine of 
sight-seeing, yet the fine weather 
brought an army of visitors and they 
all enjoyed themselves looking at ex- 
hibits and buildings and listening to 
the music, A tremendous crowd is ex- 
pected to-day, German day, and the 
subjects of Emperor William at the 
German building are already claiming 
that the attendance will eclipse that 
of last Thursday, "Princessday," when 
he paid admissions were about 123,000. 


By a coincidence not premeditated, 


the celebration falls on the anniversary 
of the coronation of the present em- 
wror of Germany. This fact, how- 
iver, will not figure to anj' extent in 
the festivities, the primary object of 
which is to do honor to Columbus, and 
glorify the land h* discovered. There 
will be a big parade of all the Germans 
down-town, after which the marchers 
will take trains to the park, where the 
exercises will take place. Two stands 
have been erected in front of the Ger- 
man building, one for the orchestra and 
chorus,, and the other for the invited 
guests and speakers. The speaking 
here will be in German. Among the 
speakers are liaron Von Hollenben, 
German ambassador, and Imperial Ger- 
man Commissioner \Vermuth. At the 
conclusion of the ceremonies the Ger- 
mans will march to Festival hall, 
•where the English exercises will be 
held, the Exposition orchestra furnish- 
ing the music. 


In addition to the German celebra- 


tion. Indiana and Arkansas will dedi- 
cate their buildings to-day. 


The Hoosier ceremonies begin at 11 


o'clock and include addresses by Col. B. 
F. Havens, executive commissioner, 
Rendering the keys of the building to 
the state, and by Uon> Clem. Stude- 
bafeer, tendering the building, and the 
acceptance by Gov. Fishback, who ar- 
rived last evening and Col. Jos. Mitch- 
ell, of Little Rock.

A NOVEL STRIKE. 


Spanish Lawyers Object to the Aboli- 


tion of the District Criminal Courts. 
MADIUD, June 15.—Litigants in tha 


leading- cities of Spain have been left: 
in a bad position by a most peculiar 
strike, the first of its kind recorded. 
Among the schemes" proposed by the 
government to effect retrenchment in 
the state expenditures is one to abol- 
ish the district criminal courts. The 
proposition is met with the hearty dis- 
approval of all Spanish barristers, and 
they have gone on strike to impress 
the government with the fact that the 
abolition of this source of revenue to 
the lawyers would not be accepted 
without a strug-gle. The barristers 
practicing in Anavila, Toledo, Valen- 
cia, Guadalajara and Huelva removed 
their names from the cause lists Tues- 
day, and yesterday litigants found that 
the cases pending before the courts 
were undefended. 
The lawyers in 


places other than those above men- 
tinned will follow the example- set, and 
much delay and trouble is anticipated. 


A meeting of the cabinet was hastily 


summoned yesterday to consider what 
action should be taken on the prem- 
ises, and it was finally decided to issue 
instructions to the magistrates in the 
places mentioned above to transfer the 
cases before them to the nearest courts 
that are unaffected by the strike. 
Should the strike become general, as is 
anticipated, this method of getting 
around the trouble will not be found 
to answer.

Pour over 
them melted butter and dust with black 
pepper.

—Plain Cake.—Take two cups of 


flour, one and a half of sugar, half a 
cup of butter, one of cream, two eggs, 
one teaspoonful of baking powder, 
mixed with the flour. Put all these in- 
gredients into a deep dish and beat un- 
til light. It is not necessary to beat 
them separately, as in some other cakes. 
Bake in a deep form and in a moderate- 
ly hot oven for about half an hour.—

—Flaky Pie Crust—To make pie 


crust flaky, spread the crust, when 
rolled for the top of the pie, with a 
thin layer of butter. 
Dredge with 


flour and cover the pie with crust as 
usual When ready for the oven, tip 
tbe pie slanting, holding it in tbe left 
hand, and pour over the pie a glass of 
cold water to rinse off the flour. 
Enough of the latter will stick to the 
butter to fry into the crust while Dak- 
ing and make it flaky.—Detroit Free 
Press. 


—Lemon Custard Pie.—Beat one cup 


of sugar and the yolks of three eggs to- 
gether. Put a tablespoonful of flour in 
a bowl, pour over a cup of sweet milk, 
stirring to make smooth; strain through 
a sieve into the eggs, and sugar, flavor 
with extract of lemon. Line pie pans 
with puff paste, pour in the mixture 
and bake in a quick oven until the 
crust is brown. Cover the top with 
meringue made of the whites of the 
eggs and three tablespoons of sugar. 
Set in the oven one minute to brown. — 
Western Rural 


—Galantine of VeaL—For this a flank 


of veal is needed, with part of the 
breast left in. It can be boned by the 
butcher or at home and every particle 
of sinew or gristle must be removed. 
Trim it evenly, then make a forcemeat 
of one pound of sausage and half its 
bulk in bread crumbs, a small grated 
onion, half a teaspoonful of salt and 
two beaten eggs; roll up the flank after 
putting the forcemeat in the middle, 
and tying carefully so that none can 
escape, drop in a pot of boiling water 
and boil hard for fifteen minutes, sim- 
mering after this for an hour or more, 
if the meat is thick. The water should 
be well salted and a sprig of thyme ant! 
a bay leaf in it; let the roll cool in it 
and serve cold in thin slices. This 
keeps for some time.—Boston Herald.
